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FOEEWORD. 


^ In tlio year 1910, when tlio oldest extant Eistiiot Records of 
Einajpm* wo entrasted to the present writer for examination, 
Dinajpnr formed part of the then Province of Eastern Bengal 
and Assam. Before leaving India on furlough in May 1911, he 
had secured copies of all the important documents belonging to 
this collection, but the work of copying was still Jncomplote, 
and in many places the lettem copied required annotation. By 
some misunderstanding the manuscript found its way to the 
Press, and, on the Editor’s return to India in January 1.913, he 
was surprised to find that over fivo hundred Einajptir letters 
had actually been set up in print. It was felt that, although the 
present volume, in these circumstances, could not bo what its 
Editor had intended it to be, it would be a pity to allow the type 
to be distributed and no result obtained from the labour expend. 
The Editor, therefore, suggested to the Government of Bengal, 
that the best course that could be adopted would be to ask the 
Government of Assam to [allow the present collection of Binaj- 
pur Records to bo printed off at their press, and on a future 
occasion to issue a volume which will contain any letters of im- 
portance which have been omitted in the present publication. 
This suggestion, ho gratefully acknowledges, has been accepted. 

It must bo pointed out that the present undertaking is not 
tlio admittedly vicious ono of selection. The method by which 
letters judged unimportant will bo dealt with, so that no ono 
single fact recorded can be lost to students • engaged in historical - 
research, will become clear whoa the complete series of Binaj- 
pur volumes is in the Readers* hands. 

AMf is a matter of some urgcucy to liberate the cjpo so idng 
locked up, tho Editor feels bound in conscienco to hold over for 
the present his introduction to tho Binajpur Records. 

Tho spellingl'* Binageporo *’ has been I'etained in the follow- 
ing pages, as it is that of the XVIIIth century documents.

furhutty), and gavt back their pottabs which, they say, is the usage of that 
country At the commencement of 1192, the Farmer wrote them an encourag- 
ing letter to cultivate the same ground again, and the} did fo, believing they 
were to pav the rent of the preeidng jear, according to which one kist of the 
rent lias actmllj received from them, and they heard noi-hing contrary till the 
vear was we’l adiaoLcd, uheu the fanner demanded oue-half more, that is, 
msteid of Sa R' 92 the sum of Sa Es 133, and returned the List paid 
according fo the former rate This arbitrary increase they refused to comply 
with whence the rent of the rear 1192, as well as of the present Tear remained 
unsettled, ancf the fia'mer had made his own repre'Cntation of the case, but, as 
it seems without stating particulars , and they, in the meantime, were obliged 
to continue i ultivating the land, because ho refused to take it back, and they 
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were afraid of beinf' made answerable for the rent, whether it yi^ded anj

In disputes among the natves there is of [cour'e] no l.ttle regard to 
fruth on either side, that it IS difHcuItto asCertiiu it, and I am, therefore, 
gjrfd oa this occasion to bai e nn autbonfy so certam to rely oa as Mr 
Udny, who was clo^o to the saeno of dispute when it happened, saw all 
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the effects of it, and heard the allegations of both parties confronted ^ifch each 
other His aceonnt pre ents a view of things totally different from that 
given by the oEGc rs of Tarrapour It does not appear that the dispute, was 
occasioned by any question ahont duties on thread, as has b en sog^e tea to 
you, neither are tbe weavers the sellers of thread, in which case a duty m ght 
naturally be claimed of them They are the buyere, from whom, so far ai I 
know, no tax is leviable, but, snppo&ing custom to have sinction^d the demand 
of some small acknowledgment for using the haut whifib is a question I 
shall not examine here there is not the least evidence that such an 
acknonled^ment was refused, nor was it pleaded by the Tarrapour peonle 
to Mr Udny The Darcga on the contrary, confessing to him that the weav rs 
had given him no improper treatment The plea, therefore, of loss to the revenue 
by icithhol httg ihe duly on Ihe sale of threat to the cause asst^nei 
and it 13 irrelevant to the weaversif such a lo«swereto follow, 
because they are fre^ to use the haut or not they aie not theryotts of Tarra 
pore and the Daroga could look for tbcir desertion only in his own eonduet 
towards them I do not wond(.r that the account sent you by Goviadchurn Ghose 
should have excited jour attention and even indignation, and I have s en so 
many instances of the same entire disicgarJ of truth and endeavour to inflame, 
that in this leapeot neither does his conduct much surprize me but I confess 
those compaints to Dmagepore, after the Daroga had requested the matter 
might not be referred thither, are somewhat new Thev probably pro e»d from 
fears that, after all, representations would be made from this quarter, and 
therefore with the design of anticipating them, they may have been dictated 
also by apprehension of loss and therefore censure, from the de»ertion of the 
weavers, and lastly from Malda, £>r the j i»t outcry made against the arbitrary 
proceedings of the Daroga As be has that shown so little sense of his mubeha* 
Yiour, and taken such mt^thods, still to prevail^, I think it very necessary on my 
part to bw-'orne the complainant, and therefore request Sir that you will be 
pleased to bring him to an accountforbiscondutt towards Bisbumber, one of 
the weavers, against whom it appears from clear evidence and acknowledg 
meat of allpaities that he was guilty of cruel and unprovoked outiages to 
the endaDgewng of man’s life and the loss t»f all the property he had about 
him This IS the tru" and obvious cau o of the resentment of the weavers, 
and if upon examination, you find this charge pr[oved], 1 am perfectly 
satisfied you will at least take that Dohe* of ••• , which is chiefly in my

was a voluntary one only, merely because the izirdar 'was a Brahmin — is not 
inserted jn the receipts then given to the weavers, and cannot be demanded 
ag^in The harassing and confining the weavers on any account is contrary 
to the Begulations 

I request you will be pleased to interfere and order that tbe weavers be 
not disturbed in their occupations m future

to be demanded from them and as they are on no account, whatever, excropted 
from all arbitraTy occasional taxes, I r quest you will give dcciled regnlatioOB 
on tins head In a matter which so materiaby affects the weavers, and where 
tho line IS to clea-ly drawn by the Regulations, it appears quite inexpedient 
to depart from them.

In May 1780, the Hon'ble Governor General and Council lesolvin? that 
Khanzqr AHi bad not estiblished his claim to the zomiudarries of Collagong^ 
and CoUishuppa, but that there was strons: presumptive ground for believing 
him lineally decended from the family of the former Zemindars of thosie ^cr- 
gunn ihs, recommended to the family of the Zemindar of Dinagepore to grant 
him a subsistence. 

In May 1781, the Committee of Revenue, finding that the Zemindar of 
Dinagepore had neglected to attend to this recommendation, thought it their 
duty to make some provision for Khanzur Ally agreab y to the intentions of 
the Ilon’ble Board, and ordered 200 rupees to be paid him monthly os the 
Khalsa from the Moahaira of the Zemindar of Dinagepore, which .allowance on 
the 4th May last was discontinued, and coDsequentiy no fund esists for the 
payment to Khanzur Ally at the Ebalsa. The monthly sum of 200 rupees 
fixed by the late Committee mu»t, therefore, from the above date be paid 
to Khanzur Ally in the Mofussil by the Zemindar in possession, and to 'this wo 
require you uiU give due attention, informing the parties of the iostructioBs 
you have received from us for that purpose.

Two of them having proposed to 
accompany the person who carries this letter to you, they will themselves state 
their case more clearly j and, sbonld it appear that they aVe aggrieved, I make 
no donbt of your affording them the ne^ol redress.

As it appears in yonr letter of ..., that the lands m the district of 
Dinagepore, by the mode betbereto pnraced m forming the mollussil settle 
meat are very unequally and arbitrarily assessed, wc won d recommerd 
(whether the revenues he administered by the Zemindar or held I hasb) that 
you do as far as possible introduce and establish, an Horree Assessment, by 
which, tho’ an increase will take place on the jarama of some of the ryotts 
and a decrease upon others, yet the principle will he fair for the whole 

In addition to the above instroctions, you wiJt observo wrti respect ia 
Silbems and other mehals of your distiict that, discharge of tho full 
of the balance of 1198, on un-exccptionable security for the speedy liquidation 
of them, without encroacUing on tbo revenues of the current year, rau't be 
the indispensable condition of tl e renewal of engagements for 1194, and 
whenever you are not able to effect Ihis,* you will report tiie ca^e to us with

I leave jou to julgo of tho consequences to the Company's weavers and 
their manufactimw had this monopoly been permilted it was a seiioas evil 
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and required immediate remedy. Instead of carrying grain out of the district, 
I had been so apprehensive of eearcity in it that I was devising the means of 
supplying it more liberally. 

I am sorry to understand that the districts’to the north of this, where th® 
greater nomher of the weavers attached to this Factory reside, ate suffering 
much from the large exports made from tlut quarter, so that rice is sold at 
only 20 seers for the rupee. I had in, contemplation to represent this matter to 
you before, and to request you to establish any Eegulation which might be 
practicable in order to prevent the ill consequences which are to be apprehended 
from such ,'a drain, and the present Js a fit opportunity for introducing the 
case to your notice.

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taken that they may be tried before the Fowjdary Court, With respect to 
tho'e persons who appear in arms against him, he is, as far as he 13 able, to 
destroy, disperse, and take them pnsoners, but those who fall mto his power 
as prisoners can suffer the pumshmaot of death upon due conviction only after 
a regular trial

I should be very glnd to 
bring the subject to a final discussion and settlement, according to the mode 
defined by the 8th Article of tho Regulations for the Weavers, issued la^t by 
Government, with wlueh I suppose you mnst he acquainted. I need not 
represent to yon how very detrimental it would be to the public business on 
winch the weavers are employed, and how contrary to the letter of tho Begala- 
Aions, that they should be disturbed. 1 request, therefore, that whenever they 
refuse to pay the just dues of Government, representation may be made thereof 
at the respective cootiee tmler which they work,’ when proper satisfaction 
will immediately be ghen.

At the Factoiy of Saumgunge all is uproar \\ eavers are carried away by 
peons, confined, clothes torn oli their backs , they aie beaten and forced t) gwe 
the excessive rent demanded of them, notwithstanding they baie regularly paid, 
or are ready to p^y, the ]usfc account of their pottahs They have deserted 
their houses and their looms and are asacmbled for re Ires? In the Diaagepore 
districts to th (East) ward, the same outrag s arc committed on the weavers, 
aud the same eff cts espencnced 

It 13 difficu t for me to believe that you have author z^d such violonced 
as on any other supposition to account for the conduct of the Revtnue 
officers The Regu ations of Government respecting the weaiers which you 
must te furnished with, put them entirely out of the reach of such exaction 
To th“ 8lh and 9lh of th-'m I beg particularly to call your atteuti m — the 
former ' restricts to proftssional tax to bo paid by the weavers to what were 
established previous to the Bengal jear 1179, frees them flora every arbitrary 
occasional demand of tho zemindars farmers, or collectors on any account 
whatsoever and limits the rent to b« paid by them to what is sp cified m their 
pottahs and by that specification to the stated established dues of Govomtaent 
The 9th Aiticle positively declares "that no weaver, gomastah, or other s rvant 
employed by tho Company m tbeir investment shall be confined by any 
Zemindar, or other officer engaged in the collottion of the revenue or be 
put under peon, by them, or tumraoned to their cutcherry on any pr tence 
whatsoever, but on any cause of complaint a weaver, or other persons 
employed about the Company s Inveatment for the non payment of rent, the 
collector or farmer shall first state his claim m writing to tho Company^!

these Regulations have been infringed m every point, Excessiie rent has beeo 
demanded— peons placed— confinment in cutchcrries inflicted— payment enforc* 
ed, and no previous application made to me on the subject, for such I eanrot 
esteem your letter of the lltb of January which only speaks indefinitely of 
new pottdhg to he given to the weavers, without specifying the cau'^e of 
of this sudden and universal revision of their former pottahs at the 
close of a season, m order to create a new standard of collection for the time 
which IS elapsed , but was such on innovation warranted, and could your 
letter be construed into a specific demand, yet the mode taken to enforce 
it must still remain indefensible

The Zemindar, ryotts, etc , are mimolesled neither Sotliey interfere, hut sit still 
and sea the weavers robbed, beat and cruelly wounded. The Captains o£ the«e 
desperadoes have been observed r conoitenng very near me. They doubt* 
le s have intelhgenoo o£ treasure being m the Factory. "What tbo consequecce 
would be of such an attack I tremble to think of. They iide about the country 
in parties, pretending to be the NaboVs people m persuit of thieves, and 
actually go so far as to tie the hands of some of their own gung and lead 
them about as apprehended felons. This cunous dsceipt has been seen practiced 
very lately at Baddlgacby. We are oppreased on all sides, as you will see by 
the enclosed petition presented by a large body this day, I am crowded with 
weavers all day crying out where shall they with their families fly for safety. 
They expeit to be murd red as the night approaches, nor am I less free from c 
apprehensions of a similar nature. I send you an instrument, a dreadful one, 
that was taken from the thieves at RuchmJapore, which is only four coss 
hence.’^ 

The petition mentioned in this extract, I have pleasure to enclose ifnu a copy 
of. It T’Gites mors parti ula"ly the attack made upon the weavers, which appears 
to have been a most desperate one. Sneh disorders as those prevailing put a 
total stop to all business, and distress me beyond measure I, therefore, 
sincerely hope that, through the exertion of your loflueace, these freebooters may 
be speedily driven out of the district, and the weavers be enabled to return 
peaceably to their occupations,

I have been faroured with the directions of the Board under date the 8th 
instant to lay before them such linfonnatioa as I mi^ht nofsca respecting* 
the rcsonrccs of Dimageporo; in compliance with which Inow beg leave to 
transmit herewith extract of a short historical treatise on tho snbjfct of this 
^mindary which I had the l^pnonr to present on the 2Sth February last to 
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tlie Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council m the Revenue Depart- 
ment, addmg here only a few explanatory remarks on the particulars of the 
statement of resources therein set forth 

1 The Ausil Toomary is exhibited in the detail of Pergunnahs, Circarg, 
and Chuklahs, together with annexations or dismemberment of territory 
from the earliest accounts of the Zemindary to the period of the Company’s 
acquisition of the Dewany , the whole serving as the basis of all future 
settlements , 2nd, the Towjees m the abstract being the increase or improve- 
ment on the Jageer portion of the district until the year 1165 I can furnish, 
if required, m the detail of Pergunnas or Subdivisi'^ns , 3rd, the Ababs and 
Muscorrate or compromised charge , being calculated always for entire 
Zemindanes, hut not for ihcir component part , appear in all the original de- 
tail of exaction or allowance, as nsnally settled with the landlord in behalf of 
Government in conclnding the aggregate to 12,49,816 Sicca Rupees, 
formed after deducting Muscorrate the total nett Malgoozary, a 1 gal 
established rental forthcoming to Government, until the Uengal year llb7.

knentioned period, RimUalit d ed, and left two sons, ByJanahtaud Cantoonaht, 
by different wives, which occisioned an immediate competition to th-* succes- 
sion of the Zemindary manag meat, extremely favourable to the circumstanceR 
and views oF Cossim Ally, who having succeeded to the Nizamut, under the 
powerful influence of the Lngh&b, was willing to realize to the full legitimate 
Tight of the Sovereign in his own beh-ilf, by a regular hustabood investigation 
into the genuine resources of the country Ihis operation was in a great measure 
effected in course of the year 116S-9 through the agency of Ramnaht Bhud- 

dary, m the minutest detail of villages, when the gross hu-^tabood ortal 

was found to be stated in my abstract 29,10,885 Sicca Rupees, or neat, after 
deducting 2,66,152 allowed for Senniammy, with all other Zemindary 
charges of collection 26,44,788 Sicca Rupees , and, though of this Malgoo- 
zary a ba’ance remained uncollected, the first year of 4,51 992, there can be 
little doubt that the whole would have been realized to the Exchequer in the 
course of the following season, if the troubles which ended m the expulsion 
of CoiBim All and suspension of Cantoonath appointed temporary Zemindar, 
hal not already began to effect the internal peace of the district These 
disturbances were soon over, and tbcir iDflnence on the ryotts witholding 
their rents must have ceased on the regulir investiture of Bydanahfc m the 
chartered rights of landholder by the usual forms of a Dewanny Sunnnd.

repres ntative , but I hive sufficient reason to believe from living authorities 
and the evidence of acconnts in my posse»sion, stated to have been copies of 
tho'o rendered officially to M R Rhan by the Canongoe*; of the Soubah, on 
his being vest d in tho Ntabut m behilf of the Company, that he must then 
have been fully acquainted with the total established asS ssment of Cossirn 
Ally including the highest hundohust of Dinagepore , and this alone was 
eliough to hive created doubts as to the propriety cf admitting a reduction of 
the largest formal rental, or suggest the necessity of a vindication, if the 
remission became indispensibly necessary from the want of complete specific 
information to prove the greater capacity of the country in paying a further 
revenue 

Yet if such a plea for the diminution of the 3 nmma for the first year 
might have hien urged, it was entirely invalidated afterwards In 1173 
Mr Syhes, then Resident afetheDurhir, to acquire .. if po'shle 

check the suspected ... native i^enU, made the circnit of Dinagepore 
and Purneah, acoimpamed by tht Shenetadars of either Cannngo, which, if 
lam nghtly informed at that time were Gonga Govmd Sing and Kis«en 
Ohand Lea arrived at the former place, both the^c men with their mohonrs 
were empl^od in collecting from the putnanes all the hn«fabood papers of 
Eamnaht idhuddcry, m wb ch, after three or four montlis’ labour, having 
succeclcd, and completely verified the as<cs mcDta» before slat d of Co sim 
Ally) all the papers written in the Bengal language weie theuce conveyed to 
Moorshedabad, to he deposited iq (be Klnlsa, under the immediate charge of 
Bndjoo Mohnn Metre, th“ gomastah of the Residents’ Dewan Cantoo and 
as the Goshwanah or ihstract m Persian was, I have reason to believe, 
deli\ cred at the same time to Mr Sykes him'elf, and that the same year 
... the jemma of the district was raised, no doubt in consequence of the 
mformation thus acquired, two lakhe of rupee®, making the whole 
neat demand on the country then twenty lakhs, there is every rea'on to 
acquiesce in tho common opinion still entertained, that all the Lustabood papers 
o£ Dinagepore wr^rc «afelj deposited as intended with the other archives of 
the Eichequer at Moorshedabad, then and until the year 1 1 7S almost eatircly 
under the efficient superintendence of the native admini tration And, con- 
sidering the events and miscondact which at this time infinmccd the change 
of revenue management, in some mca'ure, from Hindoo fanny to proper

though understanding perfectly the etymology of the same word, appears to 
have entirely mistaken its meaning and apph ation as cxprussive of one of 
the most frequent, useful, and constitutional measures k lown m the whole 
system of eastern province, down to the period of his departure from this 
country in 178U — I repeat, considering all th“se circumstances, we may have 
little cau^e to c nsider if the hustal ood of Dinagepore lav neglected so many

sioce accruing, with all the particulars of time place and oc'^sion usually 
required under the Moghul forms of fioancial administration are circumstances 
also supposed, and Srdly, in hazarding such an opinion I rehed with 
confidence on my own pei'soual and long experience observation on the affairs 
of this country, the reason of the thing it«cU, the information of the most 
int lligent unbiassed natives that I have conversed with, but — above all— on the 
ability and mtegnty, the wisdom, unity and virtue certainly to be found m 
much higher degree in the worst British administration than m the beet 
Musmlman of modern times, that during the sovcral Bucc’cding administra- 
tions of my own countrymou in Bengal, instead of decline in population, 
agneultnre, manufactures, or commerce, all these sources of national wealth 
and prosperity have greatly increased, and form the means of paying a largo 
revenue, to the Sovereign power than ever To goppose, or prove, tho reverse, 
when the demands of oar Govemmeot have never amounted within near a 
krorc of rupees of the exactions of our prcdecessora throughout Bengal and 
Bahar, would ho to suppose, or prove, an unpiralleled system of rapine, oppres- 
sion and destruction which, I trust, will never be found applicable to any 
country under British rule

I tave received your letters of the 16th and 22ad instant. 

The eighth, article of the Regulations having limited the rent to he paid by 
weavers t'* the amount specified m their pottahs, I do not think myself at 
liberfy to depart from this rule. Such a departure, I am persuaded, would 
introduce the utmost confusion into the business of the Investment, it being 
one of the chief ends and advantages of the Regulations to screen the weavers 
from an indefinite mode of collection in common with their neighbours, 
whereby they would be hindered from carrying on their work in the regular 
manner which is necessary. 

The evils experienced at the conclnsion of the last, and 'the bep^inning of» 
the present year from an uoorderly collection from the weavers, which were the 
subject of a correspondence between us, have sufficiently impressed me with 
the necessity of putting the matter beyond dispute for timi to come, and, as 
soon as we are agreed upon the mode in which it may most be conveniently 
done, I am extremely desirous to begin. 

We ate ‘.perfectly agreed on the impropriety of snffering weavers to 
withhold the juat dues of Government. The reseems, therefore, nothing further 
necessary than that theao should he fully known, and new poitahs made out, 
where the old ones are deficient. I can hardly ascertain this, but by informa- 
tion from you, for the weavers thcmselvc'* will niturally be backward to

as I think, it was once proposed they should, without manifest Inconvenience. 
I, therefore, request that you will be pleased to point out some other mode of 
adjustment, by which all the ends desired by you and by me {which appear 
perfectly consistent with each other} may be secured. 

I believe that it will be found that the 6th article of the Regulations 
has been almost universally complied with on my p irt, in bo much as requires 
the affixing lists of weave’^s employed by roe in the cutcherrles of the per* 
gunnahs in which they reside. The transmission of counterpart lists to you 
shall hereafter he regular. Accompanying I beg you wUl receive those of 
Pergunnahs of Sujanaggor, Mahynugger, Rajenugger, and Dhunnnggcr, 
which have long been laying by me for the purpose.

Suddiuund Sein is duly authoiized and tmpowered hy_ Mahab 
Rajah Radanaut to transmit all bis business in Calcutta, and to sign and 
execute every deed and paper for him and in his name. 

On the fifteenth of May in'tant the bond became due, and in consequence 
of non-payment, an exscutioa has been taken against the effects of the 
Rajah. ■ * 

I thought it incumbent on me to addre s yoar Lorclship before I suffered 
tho writ to be executed to advise your Lordship of the situation of the 
parlies, the nature of the security and the purpose for which it was given, from 
a desire of pteventirg the po««ibilities of a di-turbance in the mbfu«sil and 
thereby perhaps affecting tho interest of the Company in the collections. I

I have received your letter of the 2nd instant. 'When the ordinances yon 
are pleased to issue respecting weavers clash with the rules laid down by 
Government for my conduct in regard to them, the discussion of those 
ordinances between ns becomes a natural and necessary consequence. 

I must be too incredulous to admit that the numerous complaints made 
by the weavers last year in all quarters against the collecting officers are 
fictitious. These peoale doubtless found their interest in denying what 
Was alledged against them, and weavers engaged in the necessary business 
are always not able, an^, from the difficulty of transporting a large number 
of #*vidence8t not willing tq go to a great distance, and incur perhaps^ a greater 
expence than the sum which they complained frr. In opp xastance d 
remember several weavers went to Hinagepore to prove a charge which 1,^.^ 
transmitted to you, and were dismissed, as they said, without a hearing. This 
would, tend t<j tns.^ otbe'R moTe unwilling to go.

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I have just received information which appears to be well substantiated 
of the connneraeat of weavers in the cutcherj of Pargatcby by Ram Gaunt 
Sirma, the Cliowdry there, on a frivolous pretence. ^Ir. Darell wrote to 
him desirijig the release of the weavers, which he refused to comply with. 
His own letter, I presume, he will not phoie to deny. A copy of it, with the 
one written by Mr. Darell, and the representation made on the part of weavers, 
I have the pleasure to enclose to you. It mus*’ bo obvious that such 
practices are irregular, impede bnsiness, and, when repeated, often occasion 
a great deal of confusion. 

I will endeavour that the complaints of the weavers be in future made put 
as you propose (that they will cease, I am not sanguine enough as to imagine), 
tho' I doubt it will he a difficult matter to briny them to such a degrbe of 
regularity in mak'ng out their representations, when the general practice of the 
country is so di cordant to it.

We are in )Our most miserable situation hero, as you can well 
conceive. I vesterday returned from Calamatty, where I had been to see 
Mercer and Chauvet at a ^ar/y which you may well laugh at in 

such weather, and out of seven cosS, I am sore I speak within bounds when 
I say, we went five by water in boats over lands which two months age 
promised by this time a most luxuriant harvest, which has been tolally 
destroj’od. Mercer and Chanvet coming from the opposite side of the district 
experienced the same inconveniences. If even a small cut could be made through 
the bank which has collected it might be of great service, because the rapi- 
dity of the stream would soon enlarge it, an 1 tdis would not perhaps be very 
oxpODsive, but I suppose from your letter that ovou this is impossible.

I have received your letter o! the 28th June acquainting me that you^ had 
celled persons to act in concert with an officer qn,tho patt of the Zemindar 
oEDinagepore to grant poltahs to theweaveis, inhabitants of various pergun- 
nahs in your district. 
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I ara Rtill at a los'^ to comprolicnd tlio propriety of making a general chann’e 
of tbo pottabs by wbicb iho weAVcw at present hold their lands. Many of 
the pottabs aro of long -tandiog, and it cannot be supposed that all of them 
have been fraululently obtained. The weavers have bo*n UDiformly screened 
from the payment of all hiatls of taxes abo\e tbo amoant of their pottabs. 
The ryotts have not hal this privilege, but a tix which thoy once pay on 
any pretenco whatever is, I understand, ever after deemed lawfnl and insisted 
on. This easily roeonciles the difference of rent paid by weavers and ryotts, 
their neigbbonrs. 

I mu-t decline to glvo my coantonance to tbs change yon aro desirous to 
introluce, until I have thoronghly ioxestigated the nature of it and tho effects 
Ji&oJy to follow from it. For this purpose ft it my intention to repair the 
next week to Colligong, the chief Aurung of this factory, the weavers dtpend- 
ent on which belong ba the pcrgunnalia of Sujmaggat and Slahyiiuggar. I 
fear a general tumult and disc intent among tbo weavers, when they are called 
upon and peremptorily rt^inred to comply with the terms you have mentioned. 
They will lca\e their business at this important season of the year, and rep dr 
to me, to tbo irretrievable loss of tho investment. If yon would, therefore, 
direct tho olheors you have deputed to meet me, and show me their in^tructioas, 
and mako me acquainted with the wbolo object of the mission, it would be 
extremely eligible forme, and I conceive incl/giblo for them. Shonld they 
make it appear that the measure they are deputed to effect is jest and necessary, 

I will certainly afford them every a^sistanco in my power to carry it unto 
execution, but, in default of such satMactiou being obtoined, nnd oor being 
unable to agree on the rent whtcli is to be paid by tbo weavers, I see no other 
way of determining the mattor than by laying tbo case before our Superiors 
Enclosed I have the pleasure to send yon a further list of weavers in the 
Company’s employ at this Factory, who reside in your district, and inform yon 
chat you are now iiirni6hi.d with a complete account of them.

the merchants residing within the pergunnah have none, and those of Silberria, 
Radshahi, Moorsbe J ibad zilaa he baa no authority over. I understand there 
have been considerable quantities and are not above a coss distance from this. 

They are now selling rice at 7 pntcharays for a rupee iatcrmiied with so 
tonch naddr that when cleaned ont it does not produce quite 25 seers of 58 
to 60 Sa. W. — a price that the peopo have not the means to procure in 
a suthcieut quantity for to subsist upon, and must in a few days prove fatal 
to many of the people unless yonraclf, Messrs. Dawson and Speke can alleviate 
their distress. 1 am sore you will if it be practicable.

If this has an order of Government, he says, to he 
impartially administered, ho is content but, finding Boong Roy, Kellaram Saw, 
merchants and others have been peimittcd to transport the gram to Moorsheda- 
bad, etc , ha cannot help complaining. 

His first int nlion was to have Iain his case before the Governor General- 
in-Council, which I have di'^uaded him from, assuring him, as I had ^the 
pleasure of long acquaintance with you, I would write to jou on the subject, 
not doubting that b« would receive immediate assistance, as far os the nature 
of the circumatanca depended on youiself.

Sir, 


Having, ag’ccable to the intention I e\pressel to you the 5fcli instant, 
repaired to the Aurung of CoUigonff, I was visited by the officers you Lad 
deputed into the pergnnnihs o£ Afahynugger, Sujanugger, Rajenugger, 
etc , to investigate the lands beW by tlie weavers. 

I had previously received your letter of the 9tli instant The further orders 
yon therein mention to have sent to thcae olicerj, they themselves commum- 
catei to me, as well as the originil instm'*ttoDi they had received from you 
On my first arrival I heard universal comphints from the weavers, in 
regard to the measurement of their Choudyna lawle, or those lands on which 
their houses sto-Kl, wliScli had been begun to be carried into etecutioD, but 
with mnvh discontent on their part. They represented it as a thing eutiiely 
new and unpractised before, both m the Dmngepore and other districts, as 
what would subject them to disgrace, .and oblige many of them to quit their 
habitations. This, therefore, became the first object of inquiry, four officers 
admitted the novelty of roca'unng such hind of lands, as also the opposition 
made to it by the wearers, and the difficulties likely to ari'^e from the prosecu- 
tion of sucli a meimre, which th>*y tlieieforo at my desire agreed to delay for 
tho present, and to writj to you concerning it, which I algo Bignitied my 
intention of doing, The wcivcri think it a hardship that when the Chundy- 
na lands of ill other ryotts arc pai 1 for by estimation, their’s only shows be 
BO by measurement, esp'ciaUy as tbsy are generally willing in otiier pergun* 
nahs, as far as I could learn to submit to the measurement you propose of 
tJipji cultivated lands 

Xn the nevt place I went into a compariaon of the rents paid by weavers 
and other ryotts for land lying contagious, I was furnished by your officers 
with the accounts (istractej from the jummabuudy and jumma wa^sil baky 
of the pe gunmli) of two weavers and two ryotts of the same nl'age in the 
pergunnaU of Malijnugger, the same of Sujanugger. Of Riji nagger the 
officer had no papeis with him, and as the weavers in that district are few, 
I am the less solicitous about it. 

A copy of the papers ia Bengal'se, with a trinslation of them m English, 

I beg leave to enclose, as the whole subject m debate between os seems to 
he comprehended in them 

On comparing the rate paid by weavers for their land in tLo pergnnnah 
of Mahynugger with that paid by other ryotts situated in the same village, 

I find that the primary rent or a^sul jiimma for an equal quantity of 
weaver's land, equals and often times exceeds that of the ryotts, as in the 
examitles, I send herewith, tho qointity of land and the a'sul jumma thereof 
bein«’ stated j next fotlowi the^article of Sabee Cabiana, or old taxes, which 
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is addel to the former I very much desired to ohtiin an analysis of this 
head, hut was told hy the olTicaa that they liad no means of affordin'; it 
They inf irmed me howi.\er that the taxes, i^hich lad stood sejarate’y m 
the accounts, were by Davy Sing when be assumed the f ren of Dmagvjpore

From 
what I have seen the weaver etms to pay as much as a rjo t for an equal 
quantity of land m the same eontigufty Their difference of contributwn 
lies m appearmce m the sniieradiled taxe but as contiguous lands maj differ 
great)} m quality and produce, by having been long r or recently been brought 
into cultiYatinii, their circumstances would apparently require a difference of 
rent to be paid for tl em , aud, whilst thiy open, it is conteased, a gnsit door to 
chicanery , eeem also to j rerlude an a^ssiscment by one gf’neral rule 

Ihe wcavLTs are content, lo ca«o th ir lands after measurement «honld 
be foand to excetd wl at they now avowedly pos^c s, to pay for such exce s 
at the pie<;cnt rate, but gr at nun b r-» of them appear de*^erm ned, if more 
IS in'-uted on, to give up tkeir lands, eonteudiUg that Iheir situations' are 
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permanent, acd tbeir rents rc?a!arlr paid* trhercaa other rvotfs are cnntinujl- 
|y mnYiP:^ and creating loss to the revenue, and therefore that anv differenco 
in their favour is natural, and is tvhafc they have alway* been allowed. 

Thf'co who hold lands by Adlies, or the payment of half the produce in 
kind, as is th> ca«e pretty gcn ‘rally in Sujanagar, will suffer no change by 
any measures now to bo adoptcl. I ob^cr^e that tlio pottahs ar» seldom 
reverted to after the fifat yew, the cheetpurrui hs become then with the 
revenue officer, tho standard of collection, which indeed amouuts to the same 
thing, if tluy arc fiirly given. 

It 13 certain that the we.avors arc ranch ahrmed with th» idea of an 
increi--c of t.oxitioa. I Inxe cndeaionrel to qu/et tho'C I hale seen with tho 
assurance of a fair investigation of their ca’-e, and advjs 4 them to suffer the 
measurement of tluir eultivat d lands, whuh, however, at this lime of 
inrun lation, appears to he diffieult and precarious. To the same cCE ct I have 
■wntiea to the weavers ia the pcrirui.nahs of Sanfo*c, etc,, to eastward where 
the eommntoi is moro general, and who ice I am now cn ie vourinq to 
obt.wu uiuble informatioo. I am persuaded it was j'oiir nisli to avoid m tho 
prosLCUf on o’" this Imsincss, as much as po<sib’e, hindering tlic labours of 
the ti anufa{,tnrers, hut I fear they will be considerably hindered, and this is 
the ee.i8 m of tho greatest despatch. 

Thus much, Sir, of tho information I liavo gathered. I find it P3cpi.>dlcnt to 
state yon, in order, if pos'ib'c, to pKco tho subject in a elc-arer ifgbe, be a 
means of terminating the disputes, which have so long 'ub'itel, and tho 
tcHoii'* corre^ponJoiccs they iiavo occa^^oncd to us. It u not by any means 
ft matter of chiiee in me to tngage upon topics of revenue, and, whil-t I find 
my‘‘C'f obhg d to it by tho cal ft of tno«o vvhos* mteres's are parfioulirly in- 
tru&ted to rao, I would wish not to be thought to invade the limits of yoor 
province.

The emergency of the occasion has induced me to direct purwannahs to 
the Zemindars cf Fergunnahs Jangueepore, and Mnsseeda, requiring them to 
afford their assistance and unite in fornarding information to the Detachment 
sent in persuit of the Fakeers, who have entered the district and renewed their 
depredations upon the inhabitants The latest mtelligenco I received of the 
motions of this banditti, wa'> of their being encamped upon the boundary of 
the Perpuanah of Jaugucepore at a place called Tittalya in Pergunnah Mus-.eeda. 
It may be proper to strengthen the application 1 have made to the zemindars 
to send your directions to tbem. As unhappily upon these occasions, as well as 
on most others, the irregularity of the call for their aid furnishes them with 
a plea to declme giving it. Indeed, owing to the nnacconntable neglect of the 
Jangueepore zemindars on a similar occasion I wrote to hlr Dawson on the 
£2nd cf Juno last; and, if you think it necessary to add weight to the directions 
you may giio on the present, I am opinion that the penalty held out by the 
69th Article of the Revenue Regulations, may he introduced into your perwan-** 
nah with effect. For I much fear that these marauders meet with an asylum 
from the zemindars, otherwise it is difficult to account for the frequency and 
regularity of their incursions, 

I have again to repeat, that I should not havo assumed the authority 
specially vested in you to execute, did not the succcas of the Detachment, and 
the peace of tho inhabitants, require that no time should be lost, in taking the 
neccBcary measures to promote tho former and secure the latter.

Be pleased to inform Lord Cornwallis that the chief part of the Khnrref 
Crop of this district is^invaribaly advanced for at the beginnings of the season 
by the grain merchants residing in different parts of Bengal, and their agents, 
and exported at the setting in of the periodical rains, when the rivers rise, in 
boats either the property of the merclmts or freighted from the lower parts 
of Bengal, few or any boats of burthen being to be procured on the side of the 
Ganges, 

• In case of the necessity occurring for exporting of grain to Benaress to 
encourage the merch.ants to consign their cargoes there, it JmigH be advisable 
to grant a premium payable by the Resident at Benares, upon the landing of 
their respective cargoes, at sneh spots in that district as may be selected for 
•the purpose. 

Last season, by his Lordship's directions, I attempted to procure and 
despatch for the relief of scarcity at the Presidency from eight to ten thousand 
maunds of rice, and all I had in my power to coatribate towards this object, 
was placing of l>eon8 with the fl^wts destined by the grain merchants for 
Calcutta to prevent delay in their passage. 

The quantity of grain daily retailed in the several gnngcs •and hauts in 
the district seldom exceeds the quantity daily consumed by the inhabitants, 
and exclusive of the internal consumption near four lacs of maunds may bo 
expected to remain for exportation.

the head of modiaba to the ZemiDdar, and when entreated to deh\ei an estimate 
of such suras as she might require, in order that a provision might be made 
from tbe gross re' iipts of the zeminclarry, she has invariably claimed restora- 
tion of those articl s winch heretofore had been surreptitiously alienated from 
the jurama The amount stated as advanced to the Rmnce in the year llOl, 
is the agregale of cun Iry small sums which she at diffcrcut times rcqnired of 
Rimca lilt Roy to pay on her account. The sum advanced to her during the 
courfce of tho curr--'nS year, has not been according tunny fixed rate, or made 
at any stipulated p nod, but iswied at dilTercnt times.

fluctuates from the nauts in general cultivating under fictitious names, stating 
fake desertions at the commencement of the year, and, m collusion with tbo 
farmer and under officers of the villages, obtaining annual remissions , this 
being notoriously the case, the Zemindars or others under contract to Goi em 
ment to pay i fixed jumma could not make good their cng-igements or defray 
tho expen'Os of their respective zcmiudanes if taxes were not levied to make 
good these defiacncc , and tho annually cousolulating a part or tho whole of 
these taxes with the ]umtaa is always attempted with a view to Loop the 
a«5 ets up to one standard, but the deticicnccs from the practices already recited 
never failing to an«e upon the yearly renewal of the moffussil Bettlcmcnt 
frequently comp Is the Sjomindar ±o make fresh levies upon the district, and the 
nsgregate receipts from the mats for thos" three years past have been no more 
than sufficient to make good the rwenue to Government and defray tbo nccos 
iary cxpen«es of the zcmindarrj 

It IS well known that, though the weavers have been annually called npo® 
to tho temporary taxes, in common with other nauts, they generally have 
cvadei it, and I am ot opinion that since the necessity exists of laving a cess 
to make up dcScicnccs, that this exemption to bear a portion of it should 
cx end no farther than to the Chanlcnyor lands or the spots upon which tbs 
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■wca\era* habilatjons nro croeteJ, aad that fo' the lands they temporarily culti- 
vate, the same rate of acs'ssment of the lands m pcneral should Lo paid, as 
otherwi'C they vould derive an ad\anta{je over cultnators of other descrip- 
tions, which in its tendency would inevitably add to iho occessitj of increas- 
ing taxes, instead of reducing them, for the same practices which hare all alon" 
prevailed to annually depreciate the valut of the lands would m this caso iS 
multiplied The arable land held hy weavers who are m the immaliate- 
employ of the Company iB upon tbo present mode of leiyjng the re> canes 
more lialjle to undergo reduction m the assessment than that in the pos«csaion 
ofanj othjr class of cnltivator, and the defalcation more diHicnlfc to correct 
in proportion to the degree of opposition they so easily set np to the custo- 
mary and usual claims of tbo Zemindars— which claim* since I have sujxjnntend 
cd the collections, I Imo found to ha always groundetl in consequence of 
the deficitnccs which the very cultiaators tULinsclres have fraadu’ently 
created, 

To ascertain to the wcaaer the net annual rent bo was to pay was my view 
in wishing to grant pottali* How fcir my attempts at the first outset Iiare 
toon Eucccsaful, the enclosures will demonstrate, and I havi, m consequence 
of this opposition, postponed all farther procccimg until I shall receive the 
Board^s dirccUcns 

The ground work for introducing of pottahs it plain, and m my hnmhio 
opinion equitable both for the remmdar and weaver, well calculated to obviate 
troublesome disput 1 between the wcavtrs and the collecting efijccrs and to

...... . As Roojye has already once made his escape, beat off Mr, Sp-he and 

severely womided one of my officers, it becomes necessary to tale more than 
usual precaation in conceTting meaeare for taking him. If tberefo'’e yon will 
forward tno dustqc, with blanks left to fill up with the name of the officer 
and that of the person to be apprehended, I am of opinion that, with assistance* 
of the Magistrate of Rungpore, Roojye may be seised. I also request a 
Muddnddee Perwannah drawn in similar form to the dnstue directed to the 
Amla, MondaDs, and riants, Pergannah Partanbbazoo, may be gent to me 
with the dustue m order to secnre the assistance of the inhabitants of that 
Pcrgunnah ’This more necessary as Roojie now holds 'the offire of sirdar to 
that pergunuah After the aenrice shall l^ve been performed I will restore 
the precepts to you.

GeNTLEUEN', 

Having made the settlement oCthoMehals for the current Bengal year 

directed by your instructions of the ultimo, I herewith transmit 

the usual accounts in English and Persian. 

The Jnmma of Dmagepore proper I have continued the same as last year. 
I did not require any increase, because the district is but just recovering from 
the cofifusion it has been thrown into from a scries of bad managementi, and 
much time and attention is still required, and must necessarily be bestowed, ere 
the jumma of the ^emindarry can be increased without imposing additional 
burdens upon the riauts. 

The establishment for the Sadder Amla prior to the year 1194 amounted 
tupMS 24/i76 and was defrayed by Government. In that year, it was reduced 
to 11 976 ihpees, and by the instructions for the current year's sett’ement it 
is entirely struck off and the expense left to bo provided for by the Zemindar. 
The amount of this establishment becomes, of cour«e, an increase on the 
jumma. 
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"With rcBp-’ct to obtiinin" any increase of jumma much depends upon 
peronnency of management hcmg annexed to the peison in charge, for 
the renters and riauts, particularly the latter, arc essentially guided by this 
circumstance. ‘U'h.-n they see room to entertain a suspicion, that the 
management, orth© officers employed in it, are liible to bo changed, they 
never fail to benefit by delaying or wilhoUmg altogether tbeir payments, 
thereby becoming thtmsehcstbp efficient agents of throwing the existing 
management into disr pute, and subjecting the manager to disgrace. In 
fact they can be actucly instrumental to liis failure j and these manoeuvres are 
more or hss practised, in proportion to the degree they expect to benefit, or 
the measure of the influence exerted by dismissed or dissatisfied officers. For 
the frequency and effect of these stratagems I appeal to the evidence of every 
person vested in the nature and hnsiness of making the colhetions and who 
have had that kind of intercourse with the various branches of native land- 
holders, which Collectors from their office must in some degree he acquainted 
with. So habituated are the lubahitants of this district to the practice I 
allude to, thit the person now in the management of the Zemindary, who 
I know to bo desirous of tendering an increase to Government and who trusts 
entirely to his own pcroonal exertions aad good management for the realiza- 
tion of any increase he might offer, is deterred from committing himself, 
hut upon such tirms as shall sccorc him from being obstruc^d in the 
collcttions by tbo cliioak n«ry and collusion of the Zemindar’s late Amla, 
having already experienced the effects of both in a very great degree. 

Fully weighing tho«c circuir stances, aggiavated by the vexatious and 
inconsistent couduct of the Kamice and her adherents, Kamcaunt Hoy 
proposw a renewal of engigements for the terms of ten jears, with an increase 
to the jumma of rapeci 1,00,000 to bo paid by annual rossud in three years. 
The first year of entering into engagement ac increase of Rs. &d,000, the 
wfconu year a faithcr sim of Rs 35,000, the third j ear the aggregate xussud 
of Rs 1,00,000, making a jumma of Rupees 15,00,000 to he continued 
at that specific sum to the exp ration of the ttrm engaged for. 

By th s s.’ttlcmont tbc profits accruing to tbo Government in the course 
of tea 3 ‘cars will he Rp. B, 00,000 and the amount of Rs. 11,97C heretofore 
annually defrajed from the ^casury and resumed by the instructions for tho 
toirrcut } car’s settlement, making a saving at the expiration of tea j cars of 
Rs, l,l0,7CO, niakts the oict advantages arising to the Uon^'hle (’ompany at 
tlie eipiratiou of Uie terras, amount to the aggregate sum of Rs. 0,19,760. 

^ Ramcaunt makes this offer upon the express condition of the settlement 
Wing made with him for tea years, and that he be tontinued the sole manager 
during that period. 

In caee thoB'arddo notthiElc proper to n''ccpt thcpo proposals, Ram 
raiint Rov requests that they may be lonsidcrcd as done awav, and not in any 
ehajjc binding upon Lim.

The officers deputed to apprehend Roojye Sirdar under tho dnstuc of your 
divi'^iou having failed m the execution of the warrant upon the person of 
Roojje, seized four of lus accomplices, one of them called boomboo IVarree, a 
notorious Sirdar, together with Joampfra, Bahabun and Ooozecra, three deceits 
accomplices of Budjerow, another reputed Sirdar Dcooit who has escaped with 
Roojye 

Upon the examination of these offenders it appears that tho pergunnah of 
Turtahhazoo is become a place of general rendezvous for deceits, and that 
Roojye of Mozallutteean in that Pergunnah is the chief, and under him 
others who heal the gangs — ^which infest the borders of this district, to the 
great danger of the lives and property of the inhabitants, and 1 recommend 
it to you, ^as a .matter of serious importanco to fall upon some means -by 
which these notorious offenders may be se zed 

persons you shall appoint for the execution of this doty, it may be 
for the benefit of the service, to direct them to act in consert with the girdwara 
by the Slagistrate of Ruugpore nud me, for the protection of the 
inhabitants residing upon the boundaries of our rospectiie districts^ . 
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You will observe in the csamioation o! Bibaben that Rubbeea, a person 
at that time living in the village of Beer Pataile in Pergunna Purtabbazoo, 
is charged with murJoring of one of the Girdwar’s party of Barktindossos: 
and from the evidence of Sumboo Harrco that the house of Iraaundie Mundull 
of Boorgle had been burnt by the same gang in Pergunnah Aiwle ; and whoso 
sou bad been recently murdered by a gang of decoits, aided and abetted by 
Roojyo and his Sird^s, particularly — Budjurroo Sirdar nbovcmantioned 

When you shall liavc adopted your measures, bo pleased to inform mo, 
and I will send instructions U the girdwars stationed in the vicinity of 
Pergunnah Purtabbazoo to afford the assistance your people may require of 
them.

I have received your letter of the 7th instant. 

stated in your letter as an arrear dae from the 
zemindar of Pergunnah Chowgong, was realised and 'paid up by the «Sezawal; 

to th. Jumma Kurtoh Acco>mt and to the 
unexed account m explanation of it. 
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The allowance to tho Sezawal 1 obtained the Board^e sanction for, under 
date of their letter of the 4th Decetoher 1788. 

The mofPussil charges collections of Pergunnah Chowgong for the Bengal 
year 1195 did not include the salary to the Sezawal. A detailed account 
of the moffuBsil charges collection appears upon the Aeconut Settlemeut for- 
warded to the Board on the 13th March, and waa deducted from tho Jumma 
according to the Hustabood Accounts of the Pergunnah. It is applied to 
defray the charges of Mustophecs and Patwarries to each mehal. The parti- 
cular appropriation of these respective sums, the Sezawal has no account of, 
and this snm is entered in the Account Settlement forwarded to the Board, 
the 13th March last, to exhibit the Aeconnt Hustabood of the Pergunna 
complete. 

I did not offer my opinion upon the settlement of this mehal, concluding 
that as the accounts in detail of the assets were before the Board, they 
would have been enabled therefrom to have fisotl tho jomma for the current 
year. 

Prom a view of the annual receipts for the period this Pergunna has 
been under my charge, it would appear that the a8>ets have been insufficient 
to make godd the jomma demanded by Govcinmont. 

The Pergunna, as I have already informed the Board, is situated upwards 
of fifty coss distent from the scat of residence of the Collector of this Dis« 
trict, and I have had no opportunity of making any local observations, nor 
have I any reason to suspect that the management of tho Pergunna under 
the Stzawal has been defective; nor has tho Zemindar interfered; from this 
state of the case, it may be concluded that the jumma is ovct-iated, hut I do 
not think myself sufficiently anthorized from these premises to cccommend 
a reduction of the established jumma. The necessity for granting a remission 
may probably be better judged of if tbo Board should think fit to depute a 
person into the Pergunna to report the state of it j tbo lateness of tho 
season, I hope, will be adverted to, and that tho Board will dispatch their 
final orders relative to tho settlement of this mehal with as littlo delay as 
•yuKsUife.

The delay in procuring and preparing tho documents required by the 
Governor-General in Council's letter to your Board upon tho subji'ct of the 
reference from the Board of Trade has prevented mo from reporting earlier. 

Appendix A contains list of the Aboabs imposed since the Bengal year 
1179, the period when tbe General Hustabood of the province of Bengal was 
made, which I propose should be included in tbe rent to be paid by tbe , 
weavers till the exact quantity of arable land shall have been ascertained, and 
the assessment of tbe yearH79 applied to the whole quantity in the posees-

In tbe f r»t place I thmk it a right pnacip'o that tbo chss of pcopV bv 
profoa^ion weavers though a verv useful bod) and by their labours adlipg 
con iderably to the wealth of tbe State, ought not, m 3 U tico or m iiohtV, 
to *be exempted from paying an tqiial p'oporlion of a moderate general 
afo«ssmcnt with their neighbours— the •‘nltnators and fabricators of aw 
materials, for the manufacture of cloth or any otlmr article of comme ec , 
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that no exceptions shoald to admitted, but upon Bomc certain ground of 
particular .benefits of commercial importance, being to be derive from a 
parti'’ular abatement of their rent — such as inducing an increase of manufac- 
turers, a reduction in the price of tbeir goods, or an improvement of the 
manufacture. Neither of these objects I think probable to bo attained by 
permitting of the weavers to create for themselves exclusive privileges and 
indulgences, to what are enjoyed m ordinary by all dtscnptions of manufac- 
turere residing in the Company’s terntones ; to the contrary, that none 
should be granted, as it is the source from whence the very acts they cry 
out against spring, for were they to pay accordmf' to the rate paid by all 
other descriptions of riauts and account feirly for all the land in their posses- 
sion, the necessity of imposmg Aboabs would not become so fnquent 

The profession of weaving I have alwaysundcrstood to be in general con- 
fined to one particular and distinct caste or class of people. Supposing this to 
be the case, a total exemption of rent will not create any tendency to advance 
the acquisition to the number of its f/rofessors , for the two last positions, the 
period of our own administration of the cloth investment may be appealed to ^ 
to show that a remission of a«^essment has not hitherto effected either. From 
hen^e I presume it fair to conclude that a partial abatement of rent exclu- 
sively to weavers inhabitants of a particular district could only encourage 
ftU emigration, which 1 1 its cousequenccs might be fatal to the reveime, as 
well as the commercial interest of the Company,— more especially so, when 
it IS considered that all the weavei^ restdiog in the three Provinces and c'lpable 
of working upon the Hon’blc Company’s Investment are supposed to be IQ 
their employ, 

Secondly, the rent paid by the weaver for the quantity of land as exhi- 
bited in the village accounts to he m bis posscbsion, exclusive of the surplus 
unrated laud appearing upon measurement to belong to him, bears a very mcon- 
Biderable proportion to the ordinary rent paid by the common nauts 

Lastly, I can affirm that the gross rent paid by other descriptions of 
nauts 18 very moderate, consequently that from the weavers paying a reduced 
rate of rent, it should not bo inferred that there is ought oppressive in the 
gross ee s of the village they resi lo in, though this is the general basis upon 
which they build Hheir complaining, but which m tiuth purport no mo’e, 
however they may be worded in an opposite sense, than lemonstrances against 
being compelled to pay an equal proportion of lh‘» cess of tbe.village. 

Upon these conclusions, drawn from the foregoing premises, I see no solid 
reason why the weavers should be upheld against the commonality, and 
allowed to continue benefitting by exemptions originating from a protection, 
which was extended in most cases, with a view to jre^entthem from being 
molested in their avocations, and not resulting from any enquiry into tlie 
nature of, or a regular decision upon, the grounds of the grievance which 
^ mduced it

Appendix B, and the principles and 
terms upon which I recommend Rottahs to he framed, and granted ^ to the 
weavers, an increase certainly will he the result, hut whether this increase 
would be oppressive or lOvrely be the resumption in future of a part of the 
assessment which has progressively been withheld from the Zemindar, the 
Board will Judge. I trust too, from the documents now laid before them, [they 
will] be fully enable to report upon this important subject, as also, to|6ce if I have 
been stimulated to do what I conceive to he my duty from any view, or 
motive incompatible with the object of fixing upon a permanent footing the 
rents of the weavers, inhabitants ,o£ this district, or of having myself acted 
or willfully permitted others to act, in opposition to the revenue regulations 
and presuming the Board of Trade in their reference have drawn a contrary 
inference, i shall anxiously await a decision upon an imputation, which, if 
Bubstantiatsd, must disqualify me as a Collector, aud deservedly render me an 
object of censure.

That it is highly improbable that a sunnud would ho given 
for so insignificant a thing as three or four begalis of ground which was a 
voluntary gift of the zamindars. Was Mr. Hatch to levy the rent now it

The matenalg, implements, etc , are to be purchased by you and Mr, 
Mcdowall, and you aio to depute agents to pav the labourers and artificers who 
may be employed at the dates specified in the enclosed list His Lordship 
m Council having thought proper to direct that no part oE the disbursements 
on account of the woits shall made through Mr Lyon. 

You will also take immediate measures for erecting straw buildings for the 
workmen and for pro\nding a sufficient quantity of gram and other proMSions 
for their subsistence, which they will pay for to the Byoparnee out of their 
w’agcs. 

I ou will depute your assistant occasionally to the spot where the works are 
earned on to sea that tho workmen and artificers furnished by you are duly 
paid and supplied with provisions and ncceseancs, and that the materials you 
may undertake to provide are delivered to Jlr Lyon by tho time required or 
should yon think proper, you may require him to continue on the spot till such 
tune as tho ‘U'ork is completed 

Jlr, Lyon has bo^'n directed to proceed without delay to tho spot, and you 
aw strictly enjoined on all occasions to afford him every assistance la year

Sir., 

I am made acquaintcl thro^ hlr. Ddny with the particulars of a 
representation made to yon by C >l!icant Chowdry Naib in the Pergannah of 
AkbarabaJ. I am sorry ho should , think this affair,' which happened 
some time ago, a cause for complaint. 

It is my desire to be on friendly terms with the neighbouring Gomastabs 
and Agents employed in the collections, and always, as much as possible, 
wish to avoid any interference with tbeto. but where really ifecessary, in 
cases like the following, if they would refer here such complaints against 
our servants, they wonld always mtet with rca'onahle satisfaction. 

Callicaunt Chowdry, on a trifling complaint made to him, had seize’d 
and confino’d a very useful servant belonging to us in the midst of his 
employment of cutting and bringing indigo plant, and at a very pressing 
time, when business was obliged to be carried on night as well as day, in 
order to save as much as po‘!'“ible the indigo then daily overflowing. In 
con'tequencs of this, a man was sent to him desiring his release, which was 
TCfr-e’d. A day or two after it was reported to me that some indigo pUnt 
belonging to the man in conrinement was near overflowed, upon which 
I sent people to him two different times, directing them to reason with him 
on the impropristy of taking out servant away from his employment, and 
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atsopressiDgatiine,as'ffe]lasn)abDg:hinjlos'« his crop of tadigo hr tha 
overflowings i£ lie kept him longer m confinement, and, in case he had dono 
anything worthy of punishment to refer it here, and he shonM have satnfac- 
tion but ojir peop’e were obliged to return with a refusal The day follow- 
ing word was brought that his indigo was overflown, and that some monev 
which was deliverM him for the hire of boats had been taken from him by 
the peons of the Cutcberry At the *!ame time the affair stated in Callicunt^ 
comphint was reported her», namely, that Ram Jfnndel had refused the 
hire of boats to our people then laying idle at his ghaut, and hal driven 
the men away with abusive language, making use of the Zeram lar^s name 
for his authority, though be was very well acquainted that the indigo plant 
was overflowing This information, in concnrence with the abo^ ementioned 
affair, indnc’d me. Sir, to send for Calhcant Cbowdry, and, at the same time, 
to release the man in confinement The circumstance of the people from* 
Dinagepore being with him on business was unknown to me, or I certainly 
would not have thought of interuptmg him He was only kept here 7 or 8 
hours, and rejeased on p’omismg to pr^uce Ram Mnodel , and, been desired to 
send the people who complained against the man I had releas'd, he replied 
that when the affair of Ram Mundel should be inquired into, he would 
B''nd the parties in order to settle the other. Rasmdar Gbose, the Vakeel, 
was al«o spoke to on the same thing and gave much the same reply, bat Jt 
liaa never yet been done, and [I] find he has kept at an entire distance from 
it on his complaints My having been deeply engaged in other matters 
prevented my thinking any more of it since On enquiry Ifound Callicaunt 
was entirely blameless respecting the affiur of Ram Mundel, tho' Ram Jlundej 
himself was not entirely free, as the representation would ntimate He 
was d smissed on promise to assist us with the hue of boats in cases of 
exigency I would also beg to observe that the pai ticulars of that enquiry 
can onlj bo stated from hearsay as neither Callicaunt or any of Uis witnesses 
were pre«eat Smco the knowledge of this representation having Icon made, 

I have made the man give me particulars of what pass’d between him and 
Callicaunt Cbowdry, with some witnesces to it, and to the whole hav«, put 
him on his oath i& fhe usual ^vay — which papers I humbly beg leave to 
enclose merely to show that my taking the Lberty to brmg Calhcaunt hero 
was not, as be represents, without any reason 

How far Boolchund may have deserv'd tho treatment be seems to bale

I found, not only to be a very upright 
judge, but a man possessing superior 
learaiug. The other, the Darogah at 
present in station, who m deserving 
of a similar encomiam with that of 
his predecessor. 

I am of opinion, the allowani'cs to 
the officers appointed to the Criminal 
Court should be increased. The pre- 
sent allowance made them is not

The prisoners under confinement 
are very well treatid.

The prindples of the Mahomedan 
Law ap^ar to me to be in general 
well adopted to the suppression of 
crimes. One only of the pi inciples of 
the Musim Code as applicablo to 
Criminal Cases, that is the power 
vested in the prosecutor for murder to 
commute the sentence of death by 
what is termed Deyut, nr for a pecu- 
niary consideration. The principle of 
blood for blood, termed Kessfias, in 
cases of wilful murder, should he the 
only rule in this case, to guide the 
'judge in passing sentence. 

The means I should conceive to bo 
the most effectual fdr suppresaing of 
Decoytee, would he in encouraging 
information by giving rewards upon 
conviction, and even npon apprehend- 
ing, when the parties nro notOrirusly 
knoivn to be decoys by profession, and 
by enforcing throughout the provinces 
a strict observation of the proclama- 
tioQ issued for prohibiting the use of 
all boats of certain dimensions. 

The means for the reform of the 
general moffussil poHco of the country 
1 am of opinion should be the vigilant 
exertion of the respective hlagistratcs 
under the present mode of a general 
superintendence. The zemindars of* 
the country should he brought to 
regulate the intericr police of the 
respective zenundarrics. The name* 
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of tbe Lea^s of Villages be registered, 
and the three principal officers of each 
Tillage be made to report to tbe 
Z'^mindar, Talookdar, or Farmer 
the occupation, and so far as they 
can acqni e knowledge, the character 
and former p?3ce of above of any new 
ryot, who shall become an inhabitant 
of tbe village, or at any time take 
shelter xn it This ordinance to he 
generally adopted and the observance 
enforced fine or even corporal 

pnnisbment for defaults^ if the neglect 
shall bo proved to lay with the heads 
of the village and by fine, and, in 
particular ca'es ousting from posses- 
sion, when the dcfanlt shnll ornrmate

Vt here bad subjects can find no 
shelter, information will not exist, 
and the nece sity of keeping up tan- 
nabs ard other establishments now 
required for the preservation of tho 
peace of the country will become less, 
and ultimately he entirely done away 
After much labour I have nearly 
established th s order of poheo 
f hjoughoiit the distnct , in eomo 
recent instances have reaped the 
salutary effects of it and am induced 
to suggest, that a system of this 
nature for the better regulating the 
poheo of tho country may be univer 
sally introduced uider such restric- 
tions as shall produc" a reform with 
least possible expense to tho Govern-

ger, nnje's it bo in direct contradittioa to the moat strict ordcr'^ to tho Gomai 
tab, which enjoins that he bj no means employ the sepors stationed with him 
hut as a guard to his factorj, or to escort tnasure to tbo cooties sulonlira^e 
to it, from whence, havifig delivered their charge, thtj ar-' immediateiv to 
rciurn By tho same rule all the other gomastabs employed undcrthis factoiy 
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arc required to act, it being tvcU known to me that 'peculiar care is nccesfary 
in restricting the fcruces of sepoys who are stationed with native agents 

As to tbe other repre entation from the pergnnnah of Calligong, | was just 
going to vntc to you on tie suh 3 eet of proceedings there, when y^ur letter 
arrned The cnclo'cd is an c^rtract of a letter sent to me by the Naib gomastah

piir htBcr m the «anio place on behalf of the Company, in Jbrdor to prevent the 
cnhanctmcnt to them of tbe price of their goods from competition between 
tkoir agents In tbe allotment to mo is the pergunnah of Calligong, whero 
I Inve large balances outstanding If it is true that the Zemindar has, ns it 
16 statid, used a force to cxpoll from thence the pykar employed for the Com- 
p%inj , his conduct must he irregular, and it will bo gicatly detrimental to the 
procuring of cocoons at this very critical season, on which a great part of the 
cxiicctations of the year depends 

I h-wc confidence in the European Superintendent employed mo at Tannoro 
that ho would not inyiirc any of those with whom ho has dealings The price 
of the cocoons is fettled cicry bund, and punctually paid Incasootany 
irrcppilarity on his part, or that of tho persons employed under him. they w ill 
alwai 8 bo ready to answer to representations, which may bo put mo by yon 
from the Zemindars

at Bhildaul, nor any supener natno ag nls but tlie Gomastah of lliat factory 
and Jaggamohun Banudya and Cbondarnarain residing at Bisaltyparrah.

From the letter presented to me by Surbessur in reply to application to 
you und r date the Gth ultimo, I fear the object I was most desirous to pro- 
mote, will be defeated from the mochulka executed by the Naib of Masseeda, 
being ef a conditional nature What I wished to effect by writing to you for 
assistance was to put a period to the violent acts practised by the Naib-— 
Zemindar, to harrass and distress Surb^snr MunluU whenever he attempts 
to bring the land which has been decreed to him into cultivation, and 
ubicU a ts, from the tenure of the instrument executed, are more liable than 
ever to be perpetuated. 

l^erhaps my not having be’n suffimently explicit may have beenethe 
cause of my application not being attended with the expected success. 
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CopyoE the proceeding on the claim of the Moes-^ Zemindar I 
before frflusmitted to the thm Actin' Cadc^tor Sfr. Tenlall, and owin«f to 
the conduct of the zemmdarry officcH iro* oblig^ to repcntcJIy apflj'/or"th 
interposition of his authority toehek thig refractory behaviour The nature 
of the co/ieatioa, or of the grounds of jf, I imagine at preheat, is no que,tian 
to beagv^ted by us. 

The hearing of the cans*' was in con'^cqaenco of a refureneo made by the 
Kto Collector, Wr. Dawgon Tbo decision took place lon^ since, and if the
